“INTERNATIONAL 
IDEAL IN GERMANY

FRANKFORT, Germany—The Frank- 
' turter Zeitung has reviewed with ap- 


' proval a new book entitled “The Youth is 


of Germany and the World War,” which 
‘has just been published by Dr. Férster, 
the Munich professor.who encountered 
the hostility of the university author- 
‘ities some time ago on account of his 
Th public criticism of Bismarckian ideals. 
e book is a collection of lectures 
‘and essays given or written’ during the 
war, all of them based on, the author's 
‘main contention that “the foundations 
/of the much-extolled political outlook 
| of nationalism has long since ceased 
to correspond to the facts and require- 
‘ments of the life of modern nations, 
/and that they deserve anything but the 
‘name of ‘Realpolitik’.” 

The last essay is devoted to the sub- 
‘ject of Dr. Férster’s own particular 
“affair” . with the university authori- 
ties, one of its most interesting fea- 
tures being extracts from letters from | 
the front warmly supporting the pro- 
fessor. In one of them the following 
passage occurs: This much I can say 
‘of myself and my men: If we were 
not convinced that it will one day be 
| possible for mankind to develop fur- 
| ther without this horror which is 
_ opposed to .all culture, we should 
‘scarcely have the strength to enditre 
with composure and equanimity all 
that has already befallen us and ours, 
or all that we still have before us. 
The most touching thing about all 
these letters, Professor Férster writes, 
is that there is no trace in them of 
| personal weariness of the war, the 
writers being devoted whole-heartedly 
‘to the duties the war has imposed on 
them; but it is as if they said to those 
/at home, he writes: We are now in | 
the service of the military power and 
ij honor of Germany, and will stand im- 
| movable; but among you there must— 
as one officer expressed it—arise men 
who will proclaim to the world that 
Europe will not find a way out of this 
maze, unless she learns to alter her 
| thinking entirely, and makes an effort 
at sober criticism%m. 

Dr. Forster’s own view is that the 
war will constitute a reductio ad ab- 
surdum of the theory that sheer ego- 
ism should be the basis of statecraft, 
‘and that this exposure will be the 
‘herald of the federal ideal in its most 
profound sense; namely, ‘‘that each in-| 
dividual nation should not be en- 
grossed merely with its own interests 
and rights—that is a state of an- 
archy the effect of which cannot be

BERTRAND RUSSELL 
“ON STATE SOCIALISM

' "MANCHESTER, England — A mili- 


tary round-up, in quest of absentees 
from military service, marked the 


third lecture of. the series which is_ 


being delivered by Mr. Bertrand Rus- 
sell at the Onward Hall, Manchester. 
As a result of the raid five men were 


subsequently fined and handed over 
to an escort. 

Mr. Russell’s lecture was on the 
subject of State socialism and its pit- | 
falls. He was of opinion that nation- 
alization, by merely altering the ma- 
chinery, would not necessarily remove 
existing evils. There was no reason, 
he proceeded, to expect that the offi- 


cials of the Government department | 


would be more sympathetic to labor 
than the officials of the companies. 
The fundamental defect in the State 
Socialist outlook was that it believed 
real good was possible of achieve- 
ment by machinery without the neces- 
sity of producing some corresponding 
change in the people’s outlook. The 
power of the official was a great and 
growing danger in the modern state, 
because he was not subject to the con- 
trol of those who were directly af- 
fected by his actions. 

The problem of the distribution of 
Official power was more difficult than 
‘the problem of the distribution of 
wealth. Too much importance had 
been attached by the people to the 
ultimate power of the voter, and too 
little to the immediate power of ex- 
ecutive officials. 

Mr. Russell advocated something 
like guild socialism. Each group of 
workers in particular industries, he 
said, should be given control of the 
internal affairs of its industry. Brit- 
ish trade unionists had» made a mis- 
take in assuming that «capitalism 
would be permanent and that only or- 
ganization was needed to equalize cap- 
ital and labor. Labor was essential, 
but capitalism was not, and it would 
have to be abdlished in a really demo- 
cratic State. The wotkers in each in-| 
dustry should be allowed to fix their 
own hours and conditions of labor, 
but State machinery would be needed 
to regulate the affairs of the different 

groups in so far as they affected the

The new organization shows great 
promise of success, because it has the 
purpose of being entertaining. Many 


so seriously that they are dull and 
heavy to hear. But Messrs. Copgland, 
Stoessel and Hadley view their prob- 
lem freshly. They are out to make 
trio music as interesting as singers. 
and, solo instrumentaliste make their 
repertories. They mean ‘to give the 
public pleaSure, not dry instruction. 
If they keep on as ithey have started, 
without doubt they will contribute es- 
sentially to that great reform which 
the Flonzaley Quartet started some 10 
years ago, of populariging chamber 
music and maRing it respond to the 
aspiration of every-day listeners. 
The three men work together ad- 
mirably. It is surprising.that they 
haye been able to come to agreement | 
as they ve.in execution and to at- 
tain so satisfactory a balance of tone. 
Without question the result is largely 
to be laid to the pianist’s ability and 
experience. But the string players | 
are men of unusual gifts, and the or-. 
ganization is a striking example of 
three individualities uniting oh the 
idea of giving entertainment of demo- 
cratic and modern tendency. 

Of the works on the program, the 
Beethoven number, as. so often hap- 
pens, was the chief reliance,’ though 
it did not win the most applause. The 
Ravel music is. beginning. to lose its 
originality of sound. Whereas once it 
seemed an advance on Debussy, it now 
‘seems mere imitation of that gom- 
poser. The Juon Trio is writing of 
the highest. possible respectability. 
There can’ probably not be found a 
measure in it in which good taste and 
skill are in the least degree wanting. 
It is a model of how. things should 
be said in the trio form. But when 
hearers ask themselves just what it 
does say that has not been said before, 
they do not readily find an answer, 
though necessarily they recognize the 
touch of autobiography which inheres 
in every conscientiously « wrought 
thing, restudied | as well as original.

LON]RON, England—A preliminary 
statement showing the estimated total 
produce and. yield per acre of the 
corn, pulse and hay crops in England 
and Wales in the year-1916, with com- 
parisons’ for 1915, and the average 
yield per acre of the 10 years, 1906- 
1915, has been issued by the Board 
of Agriculture and Fisheries. The 
total production of wheat in England 
and Wales amounts to _ 6,942 559 
quarters, or about 1,500,000 quarters 
less than last year, but greater than 
in 1912 or 1913. The yield per acre, 
29.05 bushels, is about two bushels 
below that of 1915. Barley, although 
-abeut 1% btshels per acre below the 
average, is better thanvilast year, and, 
‘with the acreage increased, has given 
a total nearly 700, 000 quarters in ex- 
cess of 1915. ' Oats are only very 
slightly below the average, and, 
slightly better than last year; the 
total production, 10,461,164 quarters, 
is the largest since 1910.

Next Year 


Every year the housewife unknow- 
ingky loses money in her plants. 
Many people thoughtlessly throw away 
such plants as the canna and the other 
lilies, after they: have spent one sea- 
son in the ground. ‘From the ‘florist’s 
point of view this is fine, because it 
means more trade; but the commer- 
cial florist knows the worth of stor- 
ing up bulbs and roots, say the flori- 
culture experts at the Massachusetts 
Agricultural College. : 

The commercial grower and the 
park superintendent know what'to do 
withithe cannas and lilies that have 
graced the garden all summer long. 
After they wilt and hang down de- 
spondently, they take an ordinary |: 
spade or fork and dig- up the plants. 
The roots must be dug very carefully, 
loosening up all around the plant be- 
fore, raising it. Great care is taken. 
not to cut the roots; that spoils the” 
plant. The loose earth is shaken off 
and the plant is laid on the ground 
to “cure,” until the moisture and mud 
dry off. The tops are cut off éither 
before the plant is, dmg or afterward. 
The plants are properly labeled at this 
time.

‘Canada has been sending nickel to the trust refinery.

‘The’ matter is compli- 
cated, but front the tangle’ seems to’ emerge. one clean- 
cut fact, namely, that Germany is getting nickel some- 
where, somehow, and that the nickel she is getting is 
probably Canadian nickel that’ has been handled by the_ 
Nickel Trust. According to the Toronto Globe, ev asive 
generalities. to the’-effect that to-Canadian nickel, is 


‘. incfuded in. the cargoes of the Deutschlangl. or is reach- 


ing the enemy through other channels, will not now be 
accepted, for Canadians know “that :all the nickel. pro- 
duced on this-continent elsewhere than at Sudbury is 
insufficient ‘to account for the cargoes leaving American 
ports," 

The Mail and Empire of Toronto, on’ the other hand, 
contends. that “there has not been adduced a _— SCI- 
tilla. of evidence in support of thé various, afegations 
that the Canadian Government's sreamaiiaehs with the 
International Nickel Company have’ either been broken 
by that corporation or circumvented by. the enemy.’ 

Nevertheless, it is claimed that Merton & Co. have not 


. acted up to the requirements deemed necessary to the pro- 


tection of the interests of the Allies. It is alleged, for 
instance, that this concern some time ago sought to prevent 
‘confiscation of a cargo of zinc, knowing it to be destined 
‘for Germany, and there to be used in the preparation of 
munitions. The Globe insists that, if Merton & Co. 
are to remain the export agents of the Nickel. Trust, not 
another pound of nickel matte should be permitted by 
the Government of Canada to cross the border to the 
trust’s refineries. 

’ Jevidently there exists here a grave suspicion of double 
dealing. It is not for a newspaper to say whether this 
suspicion is justified; but the very fact of its existence, 
it would seem, ought to be leading Canada to look about 
for some other means of getting its nickel matte refined 
and handled.

Ambassadors. 


It 1s probably true that ambassadors,-at the present 
time, have less taj do along the lines of their accustomed 
callings than exe ot iefonl in the history of the great sys- 
tem to which they \pelong. Amongst ‘those nations, in 
Europe, at any rate, jthat are still im a relation 
with one another, intercourse is, carried on mitich more 
directly than before the war. ; Ambassadors, nevertheless, 


are probably busier than ever ‘In other directions, and as to, 


that constant change, so ,characteristic of the diplomatic 
service, it goes on as heretofore. Only quite recently, 
for instance, the Russian Minister at Bucharest was 
recalled. and the next move in the World’s diplomacy will 
probably be the appointment of his successor; and so 
it continues today as always. 

- The Court at Bucharest is amongst the youngest of 
urope; but even at the oldest, the permanent ambassa- 
dor from a foreign power is by nO imeans an ancient 
institution. The practice of sending and. receiving ambas- 
sadors 1s. of course, as old as history ; ; buf, until well on 


_ ip the Middle Ages, it was never thought desirable that 


envoys should remain long away | front their country. 
hes, in Venice in the ‘Thirteenth Century, two or three 

nths even, were considered too long a period for an 
ambassador to remain attached to.a foreign court. It 
was not until the close of the Fifteenth Century that the 
‘permanent embassy became at all common, and not until 
the end of the Sixteenth'that it, became a generally recog- 
nized. ingtitution. 


Spain led the way in the matter. In 1487 Dr. Rod- 


. erigo Gondesalvi de Puebla was appointed permatient 


Spanish ambassador to England, aud, as he was still in 
London in 1500, the Spanish embassy in the British cap-_ 
ital must be regarded,as the oldest amongst the perma-’ 
nent embassies of the world. Spain. was followed by 
Venice. In 1496, the Venetian Republic, owing to the 
fact that “the’way to the British Isles is very long and 
very dangerous,” appointed two merchants resident in 
‘. London, as subambasciatores for the Republic: but in the 
summnier of the: same year Andrea “Trevisano arrived in- 
“London ‘as ‘permanent: ambassador at the. Court of 
Henry VII. \ 

It was about this period that there began to be 
evolved that ideal of diplomacy Avhich Machiavelli 
expounds with such thoroughness i in “The Prince’ and 
“The Discourses om Livy,'7 an ideal best indicated, per- 
haps, in Sir Henry W otton’s ‘famous definition: “An 
ambassador is an honest man gent to lie abroad for the 
/< good’ of his country.”’ So imiversally was this ideal’ 
accepted and elaborated, that the ‘ ‘compleat ambassador” 
of the old school never expected to be believed. 
fn. the Sixteenth and Seventeenth’ centuries, the posi- 
tion of ambassadors was anything. but tomfortable. 
Sovereigns thought, it wiser to keep them at a safe 
distance. Henry. VII of England, forbade his sub- 
“gects to hold any intercoyrse with, tliem, whilst Francis 
I of: France adopted the policy of keeping them away 
from court. ‘They were a purely on the basis of - 
the balance of advantage ch sovereign .reckonéd that | 
the advantage. accruing to him: for being able to have 
“honorable Spies,’ in the shape ‘of ainbassadors, at 
foreign courts more than compensated for the losses
